The  Annual  Report  for  1948  is  on

The  Area  of  the  District  remains  the  sane  at  4773  acres. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  2266.  Of  the  112  houses  completed 
during  the  year  10 5 were  with  state  assistance.

The  hater  supply  during  the  year  was  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity.  Li nor  works  of  renovation  on  the  mains  etc,  wore  carried  out 
00  augment . che  supply  with  good  results.  All  houses  with  few  exceptions 
arc  on  a piped,  supply . A public  enquiry  was  held  and.  approval  of  the 
ministry  of  Health  received  to  tM  proposal  to  obtain  a"  new  source  of 
supply,  namely  the  Senna  Wells,  situated,  approximately  6 miles  from 
t no  70 own  and  yielding  about  230  gallons  a minutes.  This  water  has  been 
suojec  ced.  co  bacteriological  and  chemical  anal3^sis  and.  proved,  satisfactory.

Surgeon  appointed,  by  the  Council  with  the  approval  of  the  ministry  of 
Foo...  , All  food,  slops  etc.,  were  regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary 
inspector  and.  aJ.l  condemned,  food,  disposed  of. 

Pi slnfe station. 

All  works  in  connection  with  rodent  control  was  carried  out  by  the 
council  * s trained  staff  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
ano.  fisheries  recommendation.  The  Refuse  Tip  and.  Sewers  have  been 
systematically  treated  with  good  results.  Ail  the  cases  of  disinfestation 
wore  dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,
